SIR, 


Ours | have received, and according to my protniſe I here ſend 
you what art preſent occurs, viz. On Saturday night laſt here 
arrived Mr. Richard Swan a Cutler , who lived upon Eſſex 
Bridge in Dz/;», with rwo more,who left Dxb/izz on Thurſday laſt, and 
bring this account, That before they came away , K. Fames had iſſued 
forth his Prociamation,commanding all Proteſtants of the inferiour ſort, 
from Sixteen to Sixty , to appear upon St. Stephens Green, a placenear 
the City , much like your Xoor-fields London ; but it hapned that very 
bad News coining from the North , That the Forces of Exmukilling had 
Beaten a part ot the Iriſh Army, forcing them to a ſhameful Retreat, 
put the Cov: t at Dublin fo mach out of order, that the Conſtables were 

to g:> abour , commanding the people to keep their Houſes , 

. andnot to ſtir out. And that the Copper Money which is made Cur- 
rant in that Kingdom, hath alteady undone moſt of the Inhabirants, in 
fomuch, that the Exciſe Office is forced to take it , there being no other 
Morey to be had. And that itis ſuppoſed the Army before Derry _ 
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will be drawn off, they having been ſo Harraſſed with the continugl 
Fatigues of the Sizge. He alſo confirms the Imprifonment of the prin- 
cipal Inhabitants; aad that upoa the News of the Engliſh Army going 
thither, they were 1a a great Conſternation. Here are arrived abou: 
One hundred and cighty Sail of Viftuallers, with Eleven Convoys and 
Tenders, there having been Three Ships fitted up for Men of War at 
Liverpools, and a Fire-ſhip. - And here. are ſhipped off Twelve Repp 
ments of Foot, one of Horſe, and one & Dragoons, goes trom White, 
baven, being full of Courage and Refoluzion , under clicir Noble and 
Experienced Commander Count Solms ; fo that we doubt not but by 
the bleſſing of God to have a very good Account ere long of thole blood 
thirſty people, who have a&<d fo- barbarouſly againſt the Innocent.

call for, hath obliged them very much. I hope we may ſhortly return 
ro our own homes 1n peace,
